In that I 
jutt {poke of, made in the fecond regiment and Butler’s 
battalion, major Bucér was dangeroufly wounded, 
and every officer of the fecond regiment fell except ` 
three, one'of whom, mr. Greaton, was fhot through 
the body, 

Uur artillery being now filenced, and all the office 
ers killed, except capt. Ford, who was very badly 
wounded, and more than half of che army fallen, be- 
ing cut off from the road, it became neceffiry to ate 
tempt che regaining it, and to make a retreat, if pofo 
fible.—To this purpofe the remains of the army were 
formed, as well as circumftances would admit, tow- 
ards the right of the encampment, from which, by

1 found tne road 
ftrewed with them for many miles, but was not able 
to remedy it; for having had all my horfes killed, & 
being mounted upon one that could not be pricked out 
of a walk, I could not get forward myfelf; and the 
orders 1 fent forward, either to halethe front, or to 
prevent the men from parting with their arms, were 
unattended go. 

The rout continued to fort Jefferfon, twentynine 
miles, which was reached a little after funfetting,
